(57) Abstract 

Ink jet recording paper compatible with fast ink jet printers, wherein mercerized pulp obtained by alkali -treating pulp is used as a 
fiber material to thereby provide ink jet recording paper high in ink absorbing speed and in ink coloring concentration. An excellent ink 
absorbing speed offered by the paper itself eliminates the need of coating for improving an ink absorbing property and permits the paper to 
be used as non-coating type ink jet recording paper. 
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
